ae ee On Nov. 25th, Pete Ryza, WB9QWU, Art Hopkins, WA9VQO and 
Bi son, W9BUQ presented a combined program on MARS, an acronym for 


Military Affiliated Radio Systems, The System is sponsered by all of our 
USA Military branches, ie Navyand Marine Mars, Army MARS and Airforce MARS. 
By 1925 the Military started a program of training operators for the CW 
circuits using civilians, establishing a system all over the 48 States, 
under control of HQs at San Diego, Paris Island and the Great Lakes region. 
One had to put in 18 hours over a three month period in order to retain 
his affiliation. Traffic is handled by 811 modes now on freqs outside the 
Ham Bands,(usuall a little lower than our bends) assigned to our Military 
Services. Bill handled the Navy-Marine part of the program. Art handled 
the Air Force section ,followed by Pete Ryza relating to Army Mars.To get 
into one of these programs, the applicant must hold a valid Radio Oprs. 
license. He earns no militery rank per se, can resign anytime, receives 

no pay or military credit and: be over 1 years of age. One learns how to 
open a net, its control, traffic handling and operations procedures. They 
also..have a Technical Service branch designed to teach repair and maint. 
service and design and engineering for the technically minded op. Each op 
furnishes his own gear, ifin the Reserves, gets credit for MARS partic- 
ipation. He 4s dropped for any severe violation of Radio Code of practice 
for being DEADWOOD and for lack of interest.
